And fo 
Sathan that his kingdome of darkeneſſe was in qui- 
etneſſe and reſt, as wellin the one realme as inthe 
other. Burthat prouident eyc of our eternall God, 
who continually watches for preſcruation of his 
Church, did ſo order all things that Sathan ſhortlic 
farre diſapointed gf his con»

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The certaintic hereof comming to our know 
the Saturday at night the 25. of luly, we did whartin 
vs lay to gene aduertiſement to our bretheren : but 
jmpoſible itwas that the Waſt , Anguſt 3 Mearnes, 
Strethren or Fyfe in any number could cometo vs, 
For the enemy marched from Duwbare vponthe 
yon approched _ bets before 
nne nhng vpon Monday. For they vert oo 
to haue Found no ebiinnce , beingalſurcd rhat the 
Lords only with ccrtaine gentlemen remained with 
their priuate houſes: calling vypon God for counſell 
inthat fitair, we ſought what was the next defence. 
We might haue left the rownegand might hauc reti- 
red our ſelves wichout any daunger , but then we 
ſhould have abandoned our brethrE of Edinburgh, 
and ſuffred the miniſterie thereof to haue decayed: 
which to our harts was ſo dolorous, that we tÞ 
berter to hazard the extremirie then ſoto doe. 
then the moſt part ofthe rowne appeared rather to 
fauour vs then the Queenes fa&ion, and did offer 
vnto vs the vttermoſt of their ſupporr,which for the 
moſt part they did faithfully kepe. The ſame did the 
rowne of Leith , but they kept northe like fidelitie, 
For when we were vpon the field marching forward 
h for their ſupport ( forthe French marched nigh to 
Leith Is rhem)they rendred them ſelues withour further re- 
gation, 5" fiſtance.Andthis they did as is ſuppoſed,by the trea- 
ſon of ſome within them ſelues,and by perſwaſion of 
the Laird of Reſtalrige , who before declared him 
ſelfe to be one of vs, and notwithſtanding that ſame 
day rendred him ſelfe vndeſired to weak” 
Their ynprouided and ſudden defe&ion aſtoniſhed 
manie,and yet we retired quietly tothe fide of Cra- 
gingat, which place we tookefor reſiſting the ene- 
mie. In the meane tune diverſe mediatours paſſed 


berwixc, 
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berwixt, amongſt whome the Lord Ruthuen for our 
part wasprincipall. Alexander Erikin did much tra- 
uell ro ſtay vs and our ſouldicrs that we ſhould noe 
ioyne with them of Leith,rill chat they asis ſaid, had 
rendred them ſelues tothe French. The ſaid Alex4- 
der did oft promiſe thatthe French would ſlay, pro- 
_ uidedrhat we would not ioyne with thoſe of Leith, 
Bur after that they were rendred,we heard nothing 
of him bur threatning and diſcomfortable wordes., 
Before it was cight of the clock in the morning God 
had giuen vnto vs both courage and a reaſonable 
number to withſtand their furie. The rowne of Edin- 
burgh ſo many as had ſubie& them ſelues ro diſci- 
ine, and diuerſe other beſides them , behaued the 
lues both fairhfully and Routly. The gentlemen of 
Lowrthianc, eſpecially Calder, Hatton,& Ormeſton 
were very comfortable, as well for their counſell as 
forthcir whole aſſiſtance, Some gentlemen of Fyfe 

the French men, other were ſtopped by 
reaſon that the French had paſſed Leith. Alwayes 
the enemictooke ſuch a feare that they derermined 
notto inuade vs where we ſtood, bur rooke purpoſe 
to hauc paſſed ro Edinburghby the other fide cfthe 
water of Leith : and thatbecauſe they had the caſtle 
totheir friend, which was to vs ynkowen, for we ſup- 
poſed the Lorde Erkin captaine of the ſame cither 
to haue bene our friend, or at leaſt ro haue bene in- 
different. But when we had determinedno hight , he 
ſent word tothe Erle of Argile, to Lord lames his (i-

declare him ſclfe , both enewictothem and tothe 
rowne,and would ſhoore at both , if chey made anic 
reſiſtance to the French mento enter into the town.

Quene Regenrprond of this vitory,burſt forthints 
her blaſphemous railmg & faid : Where is now lea 
Knoxis God? my God's now ſtrongerthen his, yea 
eut in Fyfe. She poſted to her friends in Fraiice of 
newes y thonſands of the hererickes were flaine; & 
the reſtwere fled, and therefore required that ſome

niſters and next reformed Church to be examined. 
In this caſe the preſencation of the people ro whom 
he ſhould be appointed Paſtour , muſt be preferred 
to the preſentation of the Counſell , or greater 
Church, vnleflſe the perſon by the infe- 
riour Churchbe iudged vnable of the regiment, by 
the learned: for this is tobe aucided that 
anic man be violently intruded or thruſt in ypon any 
congregation. Butthis libertic with all care muſt be 
reſcrued to ecverie ſcuerall Church ro hauc their 
votes and {uffcages in cle&ion of their Miniſters,But 
violent intruſion we call not when the counſcl ofthe 
Church in the feare of God,and for the ſaluationot 
the people, offereth vnto them a ſufficient man to 
inſtru them, whom they ſhall not be forced ro ad 
Mu 
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mitbeforeiuſt examination,as before is ſayd. 


hat may unable any perſon, that he may nor be 
admined to the miniſterie of the Church, 


is tobe obſerued that no noted with pub- 
[ee ifamic, or being vnable to edihe the Church 
by whollome doQrine , or being knowen of corrupt 
, be either promorcd totheregiment of 
heChurch, or yet cdl in Ecclefiaſticall admi- 
ruſtration.

crime committed. And if anic obicct that 
tePrnce pardoned his ottence , and that he 
= publikely repented, and ſo is not onely lus life 
alſothar he may be receaucd tothe 
worrying the Church , we aunſwer , that repen- 
unce doth nortake away the temporall puniſhmer 
ofthe law,neicher doth the pardon ofthe Prince re- 
moue his infamie before man.

He admiſſion of Miniſters totheir offices muſt 
conſiſt in coſent of the people & Church wher- 
to they ſhalbe appointed and my approdraris ofthe 
learned Miniſters appointed for her examinarion. 
Weiudge it expedictthat the admiſſion of Mini» 
ſters be in open audiEce,that ſome eſpecial Minilter 
make a ſermon touching the duetie & office of Mi- 
niſtcrs,touching their manners conuerſarion & life, 
As alſo touching the obedience which the Church 
oweth to their miniſters.Comidemetr ſhold be giue 
alwell ro the Miniſter as vntothe people both being 
preſent:To wit,chat he with al carefull diligEce 
vp6 the flock of Chriſt Ieſus ouer the which he isa- 
pointed preacher. That he walkin the preſence 


God ſo cly,that the graces of the holic Spire 
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may be multiplied into him, andin the preſenceof 
men ſo ſoberhe and vprightlie thar his hfe may con- 
frme in the eyes of men,that which by tong & word 
he perſwaded vnto others . The people would be 
exhorted co reuerence and honour their Miniſters 
choſen as the ſeruants 2nd Embaſſadors of the Lord 
leſus, obeying the commaundementes whichthey 
nce from Gods mouth, and booke , eucn as 
they would obey God himſclfe.For whoſocuer hea- 
rethChriſts Miniſters, heareth himſelf, & whoſoeuer 
reieterh thE-& defpiſerh there Miniſtery & exhor- 
tau reiecerh & deſpiſerh Chriſt Icſus.Other cere- 
mony then the publike approbation' of the people,8& 
declaration of che cheete Miniſter that the perſon 
ther prelented is appornted roſeruethat Churchwe 
cannot approue,for albeit the Apoſtles viedthe im- 
potion of hands yer ſcing the miracleis ceaſed the 
ying of the ceremony we 1wdge itnortneceflary. 
Miniſter cle&ed,or preſented examined and

toconuitt ham of ſuch crimes as deſeructh depoſitt= 
on,whereof we thal after ſpcake. We meane nor bur 
tharthe whole Church or the molt parre thereof 
for iuſt confiderations may tranſterrea Miniſter fro 
oneChurch'to an other neither yet meane we that 
men who now dofſcrue as it were of beneuolece may 
notbe appoimed &eleAed to leruc mother places 
but once being ſolempnedlic eleRted & adwinred we 
cannot approuc that they ſhould change ar their 
owne pleaſure. 
Weare not ignorant thatthe-raryticof & 
leamed men ſhall ſeemerto ſome a iuſt realon why 
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that ſo ſtrayr and ſharp examination ſhould not be 
raken vniuerſally for fo it ſhall appearethart the moſt 
arte of Churches ſhall have no miniſter at all. Bu 
ertheſe men vnderſtand thatthe lacke of able men 
ſhall not excuſe ys before God,ifby our conſent vg. 
able men be placed ouer the flocke of Chriſt leſus, 
Asalſo that amongſt rhe Genrils godly & learned 
men were as rare,as they be now amongſt vs when 
the Apoſtle gaue the ſamerule ro trie & examinate 
miniſters which we now followe . Andlaſtlert them 
vnderſtand har ir is a lyke te haue nominiſter at all 
and ro haue an Idoll intheplace ofatrew miniſter; 
Yea andin ſome it is worſe, for thoſe thatbe yierly 
deſtiruce of miniſters will be diligent to ſearch for 
them,butthoſe that haue a vayne ſhadowe doe c<6- 
monly withour farther care cortent them ſelues with 
the ſame,and ſo remaine they continually decciued 
thinking that they haue a miniſter whEin very deed 
they haue none. For we cannot iudge him a diſpen- 
faror of Gods miſteries that in no wile can breake 
the breade of lifeto the faynting and paw, 0 ſoules 
Nether iudge we that the Sacramers can be rightly 
miniſtred by him in whoſe mouth God hath putno 
ſermon ofexhorration.The checfeſt remedy leftto 
your horfors andto vs in allthis raritic cf trew mini- 
ſters is feru&t prayer vnto God tharir will pleaſe his 
mercieto thruſt out faithfull workemen in this his 
— mare r honors with conſent of 
the Church are bound authority to 
ſuch men as have giftes 4 res able ro cdific 
Church of God,thatthey beſtow them where grea- 
reſt neceflitie ſhall be knowen. For no man may be 
pooping roliuc Idlc,or asrthem ſclfe iſt. But moſt 
appointedrotraucll where your wiſedomes and 
the Church ſhall thinke expedicne: We can _ 
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ſcribe ynro your honors cerraine rules how thatye 
ſhall diſtribure the Miniſters & learned men whome 
God hath alreadic ſent vnto you. Bur hercofwe are 
affured that it greatly hindereth the progrefle of 
Chriſts Goſpell within this puore realme,thac ſome 
er ot eracr labors 6 Church & 
others remaine r in one placethe moſt pare 
of them being Idle. And therfore of your honors we 

re in Gods name,that by your authority which 
\chave of God ye compell all men ro whame God 
[adgreca anie TalErto perſwade by holeſome do- 
&rinero beſtowe the ſame if they be called by che 
Church co rhe aduancement of Chriſtes gloric and 
whe comforre of his troubled flock . And chat ye 
wh che conſentof the Church aſſigne vnto your 
chiefeſt workemen, not only rownes to remaine in, 
prouinces that by their faichfull labours, 
churches may be ereed & order eſtabliſhed where 
noneis now. And if on this maner ye ſhall vſe your 
power and authoritic chieflic ſeeking Gods glory & 
the comfort of your brechren,we not but God 
thallblefſe you and your encerprile.

Eing thatour Maiſter Chriſt Ieſus and his Apo- 
ſtle Paule we haue that the workeman is worthie 
of his reward, 'and that the mouth of the labouring 
oxe oughtnot tobe muſſeled , of neceſlitic itisthar 
honeſt prouihon be made for rhe Miniſters which 
werequireto be ſuchthat they haue neither occal- 
on of lollicitude,neither yet of inſolency and want6- 
neſſe , And this prouifion muſt be made tot on]y for 
their owne ſuſtentarion,during their lives .
